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QUEEN OF THE DARK CHAMBER i 


Queen of the Dark Chamber is the story of Christiana Tsai, as told to Ellen Drummond, and 
illustrated with drawings by Ellen Drummond (Moody Press, 1953 $2.50). It is a heartening book to 
read in these days when one is apt to become discouraged over the results of the past century of 
missionary work, 


Christiana was one of 24 children of an influential official of Manchu days, She was born 
in Nanking and studied in mission schools first in Nanking (Mingdeh) and then in Soochow, Against 
great opposition in her family she became a Christian, and then throughout a fruitful life bore 
Christian witness both to her own family and throughout China as an interpreter in Stewart evange- 
listic meetings, The quality of her Christian witness is vividly shown in its effect upon her own 
family, When Sixth Brother, who had angrily torn up the first Bible she had brought into the home 
and remained adamant against the gospel for many years, finally became a Christian, she was able 
to say, ‘‘In all, fifty-five of my relatives, adults and children, have become God’s children and 
expressed their faith in Jesus, I have never been to college, or theological seminary, and I am not 
a Bible teacher; I have only been God's ‘hunting dog’, I simply followed at the heels of my 
Master, and brought to His feet the quarry He sent me after." 


Her early days in the big home, the Christian influences of her school days, her period of 
wide activity in the twenties, and the no less effective Christian witness of her last 22 bedridden 
years all come alive in these pages. She is now living in Pennsylvania with her godmother and 
former fellow-worker in Nanking, Mary Leaman, ; .

MISSIONARY NEWS 


The last of the Lapwood series of letters, in which Ralph gives his impression of the new 
regime as he saw it in Peking, has just come, He is favorably impressed by the following char- 
acteristics of the new regime: 1, The constant emphasis on hygiene and public health. 2, The 
dignity accorded to labor and laboring people. He contrasts this with the western play-up of 
royalty, film stars, etc. 3. The beneficial effects of the campaign against waste, bureaucracy 
and corruption, The one criticism he makes is over the government’s hostility toward missionaries, 
but even this has its bright side, as it is training the Chinese Christian leaders in self-reliance, It 
is a little surprising that in this general summary statement he says nothing, either for the credit 
or the debit side, of such fundamental matters as land reform, the Marxian philosophy, or total- 
itarianism and its influence on the human spirit, 


Deported Catholic missionaries continue to arrive in Hong Kong, including Bishop Johannes 
W. Lesinski of Tingchow, Fukien, who reached Hong Kong September 18, The majority of those 
reported came from Shanghai, but there were also three from Canton, two from Yenchowfu, and 
two from Kansu Province,

There were European missionaries in China before the exodus started in 1948 as follows: 
from Denmark 81, Finland 42, Norway 295, Sweden 274, Germany 202, Switzerland 133. They 
are now reallocated as follows: Hong Kong 22, Formosa 20, Japan 156, Manchuria 1, Central 
China 1, Malaya 33, Indonesia 2, Thailand 7, Ceylon 7, Africa 37, North Borneo 2, New G ¥ 
2, other fields 5, superannuated 86, deceased 29, married (women) 13, home church misde 
headquarters, deputation work, student work etc. 271, other work 107. (Ecumenical Press Service)

Sept. 17 at his home in Princeton, His valuable Mandarin Bible Concordance has recently be 


reprinted in Hong Kong. 
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The Hupeh Synod of the English Methodist Church held its second meeting since liberation 
May 7-14 in the Hankow Salvation Church (Chiu Shih T’ang), with 38 church workers and 22 lay- 
men present, representing Wuhan, Anlu, Suihsien, Ch'uihsiang, Hsient’ao, Ts’ungyang, Tayeh and 
Kuangchi, They voted to abolish all special committees, and instead set up an Executive Com- 
mittee consisting of Synod officers, the responsible person in each circuit, nine laymen, and one 
representative each for the deacons (hui-tso), and for the men and the women ministers (chiao-~ssu), 
Hsiao Kuo-kuei (K. K. Hsiao) was elected Chairman (52 out of 54 votes) Rev. Hu Hsioh-han and 
Chiao Yu-an (a woman - deaconess?) were elected vice-chairmen and Rev, Chang T’ien-jung was 
elected Secretary and Office Manager, Four ministers on trial were admitted into full connection, 
and three deacons (or deaconesses?) on trial were accepted after probation, Four local preachers 
whose work has been effective have been accepted as Synod ministers and put on salary, The 
election of a woman as Vice-chairman, evidently an innovation, was justified on the ground that 
women play an important part in the life of the church. 


During the Synod meeting the chairman of the Wuhan Religious affairs Bureau addressed the 
Synod, and in his urging them to be good citizens suggested that they write to all friends and 
relatives overseas, and éspecially urge those with abilities which the country can use to return 
home to assist in the five year plan, 


The YMCA’s of Hankow and Wuchang met on May 6 to welcome the new Student Secretary 
for Wuhan, Tseo Yen-hen, Mr. Tseo is a St. John's graduate, 27 years old, and has had experience 
as a Student Secretary in Canton, The meeting was chaired by the acting General Secretary of 
Hankow, Liu Chuin-an, and the address of welcome was given by the Wuchang General Secretary 
Wang Tung. 


Yu Yuin, the national chairman of the Lutheran Church, spent considerable time last spring 
vig Lutheran churches in Hunan and Kuangtung. 


An enlarged meeting of the General Committee (Li Chien Shih Hui) of the Hupeh Synod of 
th  aurch of Christ in China was held in the Glorious Light Church in Hankow April 27 to May 3, 
Wii... fepresentatives present from Wuhan, Hsiaokang, Tsaoshih, Moch'’eng, Huangchou, Hsishui, 
Ich'ang, Shashih and Chienli. Rev. T*ung Chao-te of Ich’ang preached on the 26th, and then 
business sessions began on the 27th, during which reports of past work were presented and various 
adjustments voted upon, but the reporter Wang Yo-hang speaks of these in a very general way. 
One other pastor, Yu Chin-han, also of Ich’ang, is mentioned, 


Two Catholic priests, Wei Yun-hui and Ch’eng Yeh-sheng, were murdered in Hong Kong 
early in September, They had been outspokenly anti-Communist, and accordingly Hong Kong 
editors are freely saying that the murders were political, but Catholic authorities carefuly refrain 
from making that charge. 


NCNA announced on Sept, I! that Catholic, Protestant, Buddhist, Cao Diast and other 
religious delegates attended the Vietnam National’Conference of religious bodies, called by the 
National Committee of the Vietnam National United Front. The Conference took place in the 
Vetbac area in North Vietnam in August, All 146 delegates unanimously agreed to prevent 
enemy efforts to split the ranks of the Vietnamese people. The delegates accused the French 
of persecuting patriotic Vietnamese priests and destroying churches and temples. 


Chumei Lutheran Church in Hunan reports that work is going on there very well, They have 
had over go accessions to church membership since liberation, and there are over 40 inquirers now 
studying for membership, Recently a Christian Endeavor Society was organized there with over 
300 members, 


The Wenchow Methodist Church (West Side) had 700 present for their Easter Concert this 
year, Pastor Ch’i Wen-ch'ien presided, 70 children from Ch'imengk’ou also sang on the program, 


Wenchow also reports healthy growth in a number of the churches of that Synod, T’anghsia 
ae had 73 families enrolled at the time of liberation. Now it has 103. The following churches 
are._s.gaged in building programs to meet their increased needs: Yuhuang Circuit Houwan Church,
